Due  to  her  campus  involvement  and  leadership, 
Jence  Johnson  was  chosen  by  IPFW  to  attend  the 
LeaderShape  Institute  where  she  was  named  one  of  59 
Amerltech  Fellows  for  1999.  The  Institute  is  a  leadership 
development  program  attended  annually  by  students 
from  universities  across  the  country. 

Johnson's  involvement  on  campus  Includes  being 
president  of  the  Black  Collegian  Caucus,  Student 
Ambassador  (1998).  Pro-temp  of  SAB  (1998-99)  and  being 
named  best  new  orientation  assistant  ( 1998). 

She  was  also  named  head  delegate  to  the  NACA  con- 
vention In  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  and  was  the  representative 
to  the  National  Conference  on  Student  Services  in

Think  about  living  In  close  prox- 
imity to  a  significant  number  of  stu- 
dents. Imagine  walking  down  the 
sidewalks  of  IPFW  and  seeing  two  of 
your"  roommates,  ten  of  your  neigh- 
bors and  many  of  your  friends 
almost  everyday.  Now  visualize  a 
Tilled  cafeteria  and  a  very  bustling 
Walb  Union  everyday.  We  believe 
this  could  be  the  future  of  IPFW  If 
dorms  arc  built. 

In  order  for  dorms  to  even  be 
considered  on  this  campus  the  sur- 
veys all  of  you  received  in  the  mall 
from  the  chancellor  should  be  com- 
pleted and  returned  by  tomorrow. 
IPFW  will  wait  a  couple  days  for  any 
stragglers.  The  final  results  should 
be  allied  by  mid  October. 

According  to  Walt  Branson,  vice 
chancellor  of  financial  affairs,  there 
was  not  too  much  Interest  In  dorms 
until  two  or  three  years  ago.

First  of  all  the  surveys  have  to 
show  that  there  is  an  interest  In  the 
dorms.  Then  there  has  to  be  a  place 
to  build  the  dorms.  Branson  says 
they  are  looking  seriously  at  proper- 
ty across  Crescent  to  the  east  of  cam- 
pus. McKay  farm  Is  too  far  away. 
Finally  there  has  to  be  a  developer 
who  Is  willing  to  work  on  the  dorms. 
The  dorms  would  not  be  state-fund- 


ed, instead  they  would  be  funded  by 
the  developer. 

There  are  many  Its  in  the  dorm 
deal:  If  the  results  show  a  high  Inter- 
est in  dorms,  If  there  Is  a  place  to 
build  them,  and  IT  a  developer  Is 
willing  to  fund  dorms  and  work  on 
the  project,  then  they  will  become  a 
reality.

A  dear  and  longtime  friend  of 
mine  died  this  summer  from  com- 
plications that  resulted  from  fight- 
ing sugar  diabetes  for  a  quarter  of  a 
century.  She  was  32  years  old  and  1 
know  for  a  fact  that  she  did  not 
want  to  die.

He  wasn't  quite  30  years  old 
and,  at  the  time  I  met  him,  he 
seemed  relatively  happy  and  In 
very  good  health. 

My  Triend  may  have  had  "dia- 
betes, but  she  w-as  very  stable  emo- 
Uonally.  She  knew  what  was  Impor- 
tant In  her  life  and  she  surrounded 
herself  with  the  things  and  the  peo- 
ple that  she  loved. 

The  young  man  who  killed 
himself  may  have  been  unstable 
emotionally,  but  I'm  sure  that  my 
friend  would  have  envied  his  physi- 
cal health.  For  some  unfortunate 
reason,  he  Tell  that  his  life  was  no 
longer  worth  living. 

None  of  us  know  for  sure  what 
makes  some  people  take  their  own 
life,  but  I'll  bet  it  has  something  to 
do  with  feeling  all  alone.  I'm  not 
afraid  to  admit  that  there  have 
been  times  in  my  life  when  I  felt 
like  throwing  In  the  towel,  but  1 
have  been  lucky  enough  to  have 
been  blessed  with  a  handful  of  peo- 
ple who  have  loved  and  supported 
me  through  the  sunshine  and  the 
fire. 

So  many  of  us  tend  to  attribute 
weakness  of  character  to  suicide 
victims  without  taking  the  time  to 
appreciate  the  fact  that  maybe 
those  of  us  that  do  not  fall  prey  to 
this  "solution"  are  Just  a  little  bit 
luckier  at  the  game  of  life.  1  person- 
ally feel  that  the  way  we  have  come 
to  live  as  a  people  has  greatly  con- 
tributed to  our  downfall  and  has 
created  a  negadve  ripple  effect  that 
sometimes  leads  to  self-des  true  Don. 

With  advanced  civilization 
comes  estrangement,  a  kind  of  dis- 
tancing between  people  that  Is  fust 
not  natural.  If  It  Is  true  that  we  all 
come  from  hunting  and  gathering 
societies,  then  It  must  ajso  be  true 
that  from  the  beginning  we  have 
been  a  close-knit  species  that  has 
had  to  rely  on  Inter-communlcation 
and  strict  cooperation.  People 
today  strive  to  be  Independent  of 
one  another  (I'll  worry  about  me 
and  you  worry  about  you)  and 
thereby  place  themselves  in  an 
emotionally  Independent,  and 
sometimes  vulnerable,  situation.

Why  are  we  so  ashamed  of  being 
human?  Why  does  our  society  send 
the  message  that  asking  for  help 
means  weakness!  Why  don't  we 
always  notice  It  when  our  fellow 
man  is  in  trouble? 

1  don't  know  enough  about  the 
history  of  the  world  to  give  the 
exact  point  we  began  to  place  so 
much  importance  on  being  inde- 
pendent of  one  another,  but  I'd 
venture  to  say  that  those  of  us  who 
are  the  mosl  emotionally  Indepen- 
dent would  be  the  least  likely  to 

sonally  doubt  that  we  will  experi- 
ence much  more  than  an  inconve- 
nience or  two,  but  the  Y2K  comput- 
er glitch  that  wc  have  been  hearing 
so  much  about  may  be  a  minuscule 
opportunity  for  us  to  discover  Just 
how  cooperative  and  Gestalt-mlnd- 
ed  the  bulk  of  us  arc.  We  had  better 
all  cross  our  fingers:  In  the  event 
that  we  should  need  to  reach  out  to 
our  fellow  man,  whether  It  be  for 
food,  shelter,  protection  or  a  caring 
heart,  wc  should  be  able  to  know 
that  he,  too,  will  reach  out  and  help 
us  to  carry  our  toad. 

What  a  shame  It  would  be  if 
our  species  ended  up  becoming 
extinct  because  as  a  people  we  had 
become  too  selfish  to  help  or  too 
lost  to  reach  out.

One  of  96.3's  primary 
goals  Is  to  give  exposure  to  the 
local  music  scene.  Since  lis 
beginning.  96.3  has  been 
Involved  In  promoting  local 
acts  through  several  commu- 
nity musical  events.  In  the 
past,   96.3   has   sponsored 


many  IPFW-related  events, 
Including  a  performance  by 
popular  Fort  Wayne  based  Sta 
band  5kavossas. 

Every  Sunday  night  at  9 
p.m.  96.3's  Michael  Dean 
hosts  "Extreme  Essentials,"  a 
program  that  showcases  local 

"I  really  believe  in  the 
show  on  Sunday  nights  and  1 
enjoy  having  the  opportunity 
to  play  local  musicians,"  said 
Dean.  "It's  nice  If  I  can  play 
their  songs  on  the  radio  and  It 
gets  somebody's  attention 
because  I  know  what  the 
bands  are  going  through  to 
make  It  out  there." 

In  an  attempt  to  bolster 
Fort  Wayne's  music  scene, 
96.3  annually  releases  an 
"Extreme  Essentials'  compila- 
tion CD  of  regional  artists. 
There  has  been  a  great  deal  of 
Interest  from  local  bands  and 
96.3  has  received  somewhere 


between  ISO  and  ZOO  submis- 
sions for  the  upcoming  CD. 
Although  the  submission  peri- 
od is  over  for  this  year.  It  Is 
still  undecided  which  bands 
will  be  included.  After  the 
demos  arc  collected,  96.3 
tums  them  ever  to  profession- 
als in  the  musk  industry  who 
make  the  Final  judgments. 

"We've  sent  all  of  the  sub- 
missions to  record  reps  in  the 
business  and  they  are  in  con- 
stant contact  with  the  radio 
station,"  said  Dean.  "If  s  really 
a  great  opportunity  for  local 
bands  to  get  exposed  to  peo- 
ple In  the  recording  Industry," 
Dean  added. 

"We're  expecting  to 
release  the  CD  sometime  In 
late  December,  but  It  all 
depends  on  how  soon  we  get 
the  submissions  back  from  the 
judges,"  explained  Dean. 

The  CDs  will  available  at 
Wooden  Nickel  record  stores 
around  town.
